which causes them to be multiplied in a thousand different forms. Thus has it been with this 
subject one, in which, the loveliest objects in nature, feminine and infantile beauty, calling up 
the lofty and sublime thought, inseparably investing them in the pages of sacred history, will 
always fill with rapture and enthusiasm the religious and poetical. There is besides a style be¬ 
longing to the accomplished mind which produced this great work, stamping with its peculiar 
genius, every touch of the pencil. The diversified excellencies of the art are combined and heaped 
together with so prodigal a hand, that we are lost in endeavouring to select a particular passage for 
special admiration—the unstudied, yet elegant attitude, the perfectly beautiful proportions,the natural 
grace of the Woman adoring the dignity of the Mother of Christ, by turns arrest our attention; but 
perhaps it is the exquisite sweetness of expression throughout, which affords us the highest plea¬ 
sure, and elicits the.approbation, alike of the uninstructed and the Connoisseur. 

Hie softness, lightness, and delicacy of touch, combined with an elaborate finish in the flesh, are so 
thoiouglily indicative of the pencil of the Master, that to insist on these points as evidence of 
authenticity, would be but to offer a slight to the understanding, even of the nov ice.
